Rumania’s most _Terocious 
bandit, the notorious “Lolo,” has 
been captured :while trying to 
escape from his lair in a sewage 
canal beneath the towr of Boto- 
shani.

FUTURE POSSIBILITIES 


(A Review by Rev. W. E. Botejue) 
“The Horizon of Experience” A 
_ study of the Modern World by C. 

Delisle Burns — George Allen 

and Unwin Ltd. (12/6 net). 

Dr, Delisle Burns has produced 
a masterly treatise teeming with 
trenchant and acute observations 
which are bound to illuminate our 
whole field of vision. Obviously 
the book ix meant for the scholar 
and not for the layman, 

It is a searching attempt to 
scrutinize the present horizon of 
human experience and also lo ex- 
plore the probabilities and pos! 
sibilities of the world of to-mor- 
row. 

Hie competence in this direction 
cannot be sertoc sly questioned. The 
cehapter entitled "The Modern 
World” is refreshingly candid. The 


nuthor discusses the recent social 
and cultural changes and when he 
avs. “The Chinese, Indians and 
Alriaus may be neither behind us 
nor ahead, but on an entirely dif- 


ferent journey,” he does not mince 
words, : 

Dr. Burns has sufficient: cour- 
gage to admit that “we are moved 
deeply by Chinese, Indian and 
African art, which oar forefathers, 
would have thought uyly." 

Fine Arts and Religion 


The second part of the book is 
mainly devoted to the study of the 
different fine arts. According to 
the author, works of art are typ!- 
cal of the age in which they are 
produced. “It {s commonplace 
that the arts of any peried in’ any 
community reveal its character and 
outlosk, The form of contempor- 
ary dance, drama, poetry, music 
and the plastic arts will therefore 


indicate the difference between 
the modern mind and the earlier 
attitude towards life and the 
world.” 


Jn discuasing the horlzan of ex- 
perience in religion, Dr. Burns 
tries to demonstrate that all the 
great religions of the warld are 
rapidly undergoing changes. 

While one fs prepared to ac- 
knowledge that religious beliefs 
ure changing, it is not easy to 
agree with him that “Religion is 
the greatest and the communest of 
all the fielda of illusion.” Reli- 
gion, according to our author is 
uw “kind of art.” 

Horizon of ‘To-morrow 

In the last part he lends us to 
the horizon of to-morrow. In the 
political horizon of the future. Dr. 
Burns assures us of Inter-Imperia- 
Hism, Dictatorships and Revolu- 
tions, while in economic life, there

The most highly developed 
people usually have faces cnat in 
the form of rectangles and 
‘triangles.

As the up- 
per portion of ‘the hend is accen- 
tuated so are the intellectual 
qualities—while the lower denote 
the physical ones. 

We all of us have grown used to 
the protuberant forehead and the 
‘firm jaw. The late Marshsl Foch 
had such a balanced rectangular 
face; in Oliver Cromwell the lowe: 
pprt—the jaw—ls accentuated; in 
Beethoven the upper ‘part {a stress- 
ed by a projecting forchead. 

The heads of  Talleyrand, 
Edison, Marconi, and Gladstone are 
variations of tho rectangle, 

When the upper or intellectual 
part of the head is yet more ac- 
centuated aver the lower, the phy- 
sical. part, we find the face of the 
intellectual; and when each 
feature is shnrpened in the 
face by the stress of acute sulfer- 
ing and experience we get the 
typical countendnce of the ascetle,

Wuchow, Feb. 20. 
One of the results of the 
campaign of road building 
which has been in progress 
in .Kwangei Province during 
the past few years, is the 
faster . transportation of 
mai's between inland points. 
With the recent signing of a 
postal contract between the offi- 
cials of the Chinese post-office 
department and the Bureau of 
Highways for _ the dispatch of 
mails between Enlung and Poseh, 
practically all of the larger in- 
land cities ure now connected by 
regular motor bus postal services. 
Because of the civil wars, and 
the activities of reds and robbers 
which were prevalent in the past, 
Kwangsi Province has been some- 
what backward in the construction 
of highways, but during the past 
few years renewed efforts have 
heen made by the Highway De- 
partment and Department of Recon- 
struction, which is under the able 
leadership of Mr. Wong Wing-wa.
